I think we have complied with the law in 
every particular,“ said Mr. Peck. Now that 
everything has beén done we want to avoid 
any unnecessary delay in having the proclama- 
tion issued. We will be ready for the Fair on 
time and we want other countries to know in 


time.“

A general conversation then followed abcut 
the prospects of the Fair and Secretary But- 
terworth took a hand. President Harrison 
showed a surprising knowledge of everything 
that had been done and even of the bickerings, 
but did not dwell on that. He was particu- 
larly well informed regarding the workings of 
the National Commission, and questioned 
both President Palmer and Director Peck 
about matters of detail. That the Govern- 
ment should be represented by an exhibit 
worthy of it was clearly in President Harri- 
son’s mind, but hedid not suggest any in- 
crease of the appropriation made by Congress. 


His other callers who had appointments with 


the President began to arrive and the World 
Fair visitors took their departure.

SINKING OF A MISSISSIPPI STEAMER. 


The City of Baton Rouge and Cargo a 
Total Loss, . 

New Ontzans, La., Dec. 12.—[ Special. 
This afternoon the steamboat Baton Rouge 
struck a snag and sank at Hermitage Land- 
ing, three miles above Port Hudson. It left 
St. Louis Dec, 4 with 150 tons of freight and 
added to its ¢argo at each point down until 
heavily laden. It was proceeding east after 
passing Bayou Sara, and at a point eight miles 
below that city struck the snags on which the 
Paris C. Brown sank one year ago, and in 
fifteen minutes was a total wreck. The cabin 
and upper works floated away and the hull 
broke in half and sank. All the passengers 
and crew were saved with the exception of 
two deck passengers whose names are un- 


‘known. The cargo, including six racehorses 


bound to New Orleans for the winter meeting, 
was completely lost. The boat was 290 feet 
long, 48 feet wide, and 8 feet 7 inches depth of 
‘hold, and had a gross tonnage of 1,604. It 
was built in Jeffersonville, Ind., in 1881. 
Gatveston, Tex., Dec. 12.—The British 
steamship Unionist, which arrived here today 
from Liverpool, brought the officers and crew 
of the American barkentine Adja J. Bonner, 
which sprung a leak and was abandoned and 
burned at sea Nov. 24. The Bonner was from 
Baltimore and was bound from Baltimore to 
Rio de Janeiro with merchandise and carried 
a crew of nine men all told. It sprung a 
leak and was wrecked in midocean in latitude

Charles Flynn Tells a Justice Why He 
Stole John Harvey’s Clothes. 

Charles Flynn and John Harvey of No. 428 
7 ohnson street are a couple of politicians 
in Frank Lawiler's ward. Mr. Flynn is rich, 
according to the Nineteenth Ward idea.

FREE COINAGE AND STRINGENCY. 

English financiers are quoted as expressing 
astonishment at the stringency of the money 
market in the United States. The panic has 
passed over with them and they can see no oc- 
casion for trouble here except that due tosym- 
pathy with their own. They may be answered 
by saying that the stringency is due in part to 
business troubles that are known, but more to 
those that are feared, A widespread appre- 
hension of mischief has led many to make 


nenn 


‘conduct that more than all else prolongs the 
money famine. 

In still another respect the country may be 
described as suffering at the hands of its al- 
leged friends. The well-meaning men at 
Washington who are agitating for an increase 
in the coinage of silver, and the mistaken con- 
stituents who are urging them on, do not seem 
to be awarethat the sickness they would al- 
leviate is mostly due to the medicines already 
administered—a drug fever—the intensity of 
which is likely to be augmented by continu- 
ing and increasing the dose. Yet such appears 
to be the fact. At the close of last July the 
net gold in the United States Treasury 
amounted to $184,092,000 and the specie in 
New York banks to $80,367,000. At the end of 


last week ‘the totals were $165,560,000 and 


$67,838,000 respectively. The difference 
shows a decrease of $31,061,000 in 
the visible supply of gold, of which 
exports form but a small part. The 
disappearance of that large sum of specie, and 
probably of a much larger amount in gold 
certificates, can only be accounted for on the 
theory that it has been withdrawn for the pur- 
pose of hoarding it. A part may be held by 
interior banks for the strengthening of their

FIFTY DOLLARS PER CAPITA. 

The Farmers’ Alliance demands (1) free 
and unlimited coinage of silver, (2) the abo- 
htion of National banks, (8) that the Govern- 
ment shall establish subtreasuries or deposi- 
tories in the several States which shall loan 
„money direct to the people at not exceed- 


limitations upon the quantity of land and the 
amount of money, and (4) acirculating me- 
dium to be speedily increased to $50 per 
capita. 

This demand calls for $8,150,000,000 of 
„ money as a starter, and it is intimated that 
more would be demanded in case that were 
not found sufficient, which it would not. 
That means, to begin with, the issue of at least 
$1,650,000,000 in addition to what is already on 
hand, the present stock of all kinds being re- 
ported as about $1,500,000,000. The demand 
platform contains no explanation of how or 
where the Government is to get this tremen- 
dous volume of money, but none is needed.

in specie, caused the paper to drop to less 
than forty cents on the dollar. It remained 
at a big discount from the price of gold for 
many years, and rose to par only a few months 
before the date fixed upon for actual redemp- 
tion, It would néver have returned to par 
with gold but for the determination of the 
Government to resume payment in specie in 
satisfaction of ail maturing indebtedness.

The results of the recent municipal election 
in Boston are wellnigh as extraordinary as 
those of the State election, thus showing that 
the tidal wave did not spend ite, force on the 


4th of November. Nathan Matthews Jr., the 


alleged Democratic candidate for Mayor, was 
elected by 12,566 majority, the largest Mayor- 
alty majority ever secured in that city, as 
compared with the Republican majority last 
year of 5,460. The Council went with the 
Mayor. The Board of Aldermen swung round 
from seven Republicans and five Democrats 
to eight Democrats and four Republicans, and 
the Common Council from 46 Republicans 
and 27 Democrats to 42 Democrats and 31 Re- 
publicans. The fight over the School Com- 


mittee was the most exciting feature of the 
canvass, There were 18 nominees for the 


eight vacancies. Tickets were put in the field 
by the Republicans, Democrats, Prohibition- 
ists, independent women, loyal women, Com- 
mittee of One Hundred, and independent 
women voters, and the religious element figured 
in the campaign with universal and exceeding 
acrimony. One candidate, Mrs, Fifield of 
the Dorchester district, who was nominated 
by no less than six factions, all, in fact, but 
the Democrats, went in with flying colors, 
having the largest vote const for the 
School Board. Three Roman Catholics, 
who were pushed for election by the 
Rev. Phillips Brooks and other promi- 
nent citizens as against the anti-Catholic 
faction, also were elected by large majorities. 
Four of the eight are Democrats, and three of 
these four Roman Catholics, The other four 
were indorsed by the Republicans, Prohibi- 
tionists, and certain female factions. With 
such a mixed reinforcement the School Board 
will be an interesting menagerie during the 
coming year. License made a great gain, the 
majority being increhsed from 9,259 in a total 
vote of 45,009 to 15,168 in a total of 42,748. 

Sweeping as the victory was it has lett an 
aftermath of discontent. Party lines were 
trampled on in all directions. Matthews lost 
many Democrati® votes, for Matthews, like 
Russell, who was elected Governor last month, 
is not a Democrat, but a mugwump, and he 
will be guided by m ps all through his 
term, he being stil @ young fellow in the 
thirties, The “byes” already are growling at 
the silk-stocking prospect ahead. The Demo- 
cratic votes lost by Matthews were more than 
offset, however, by the Republican votes 
gained by him. The result has taught the Re- 
publicans of Boston a much needed lesson. 
Mayor Hart, a non-partisan business-man, 
Republican in all his sympathies, had 
given the city one of the best, most 
honest, and most business-like adminis- 
trations it has ever had and he was 
a candidate for reélection. He was crowded 
off the track, however, by Moody Merrill, a 
machine candidate, who captured the nomina- 
tion by machine methods, and a politician 
who had been identified with some unpopular 
monopolies. Mayor Hart and his friends 
pulled out of the campaign, and the result was 
what might have been anticipated. The ma- 
chine man was beaten worse than any previous 
candidate in the history of Boston, and de- 
served to be. The rebuke was richly merited. 
It was shown last year that the city could 
elect a non-partisan Republican business-man 
and a Council which would coéperate with 
him. To throw away this opportunity for the 
sake of the machine ‘was rank folly. The peo-

More important than éither of them 
is the action of the Kilkenny Town Council in 
rescinding its vote of confidence in Mr. Par- 
nell. The Kilkenny Councilors are of the 
same class, drawn from the same people as 
those who will be called on in a week or ten 
days to decide between the Parnellite candi- 
date and the anti-Parnellite candidate in the 
Northern Division of Kilkenny County. It is 
well to remember in estimating the chances

Mn. Sampo Jackson, who was appointed 
General Agent of Education for Alaska last 
‘spring, has returned recently from his duties 
and made his feport to the Secretary of the 
Interior. Mr. Jackson, who combined with 
his dutieg those of Census Enumerator, was 
for a long time on the revenue cutter Bear 
and made a special study of the fur seal 
fisheries, His observations coifirm the state- 
ments recently made by Prof. Elliott of the 
Smithsonian Institution to the effect that if the 
Government does not speedily take measures 
to prevent the wanton destruction of the fur 
seals this great industry in a year or so will be 
exterminated. In an interview Mr. Jackson 
says: 


Last year the North American Fishery company 


executed a contract with the United States agree- 
ing to pay equivalently $1,000,000 annually for the 
privilege of taking 60,000 skins, but were unable 
to take more than 21,000; while the British 
poachers, swarming the waters in open defiance 
ot our N day arty and the laws of the United 
States, illegally and indiscriminately captured 
more than 50,000 seals. This number, however, 
only represents abont one-fifth of their actual 
plunder, for, while in an endeavor to capture 
them under water, the poachers killed more than 
200,000 seals which they could not bring to the sur- 
face. The officeas of the Bear, very often without 
orders or authority, were powerless to do any- 
thing te prevent the destruction of the seals, and 
the poachers, in sheer defiance of their presence, 
continued the destructive work as long as there 
was anything insight, until there are very few 
live seals remaining. They indiscriminately killed 
in or out of the catching season, and female seals 
were treated with no more consideration than the 
males. Young seals, scarcely able to take care of 
themselves in the water, were maliciously killed. 
They were not taken from the rookeries, as de- 
manded by the contract of a legitimate company 
paying enormously for the privilege, but were 
killed by carbines directed by Indians in canoes 
under the protection of English cruisers. 


The weight of testimony that the seals are 
disappearing rapidly is overwhelming, and in 
view of it the Government not only should ar- 
range with the Government of Great Britain 
for the protection of the remaining seals but 
should purge the Treasury Department of the 
bogus reports of the Cleveland Treasury 
agents upon which Sir Julian Pauncefote and 
Lord Salisbury have relied to establish their 
claim that the Canadian poachers are not * 
ously affecting the fisheries. : 


Turns would probably be little objection. to 
the scheme for levying a special tax for street- 
cleaning purposes, as proposed by some mem- 
bers-elect of the next Legislature, if there was 
any certamty that the money thus raised 
would be honestly spent. But it is notorious 
that all moneys appropriated for street-clean-

Dressmakers, and Milliners, and as Good 
Chambermaids, but They Haven't 
Learned to Sweep Out the Corners Yet— 
Even the W. C. T. U. Restaurant Hires 
Them in Its Kitchen. ; 

“T have been wondering,” said a young 
woman a few days ago, why newspapers 
never take any note of men in domestic serv- 
ice, You know whenever a woman essays a 
new role in the business world, such as that 
of paperhanger, or barber, or insurance 


agent, or civil engineer, or anything else that 


seems more specially suited to man, the pa- 
pers make an ado about it, and although they 
are usually inclined to be generous and speak 
encouragingly of the woman’s energy and 
grit, still the opinion prevails that she 1s tres- 
passing somewhat on her brother’s natural 
heritage. Ry 

Now I know this to be a fact, because I 
have had men talk to me that way, said she. 
Not narrow-minded men, either, but good, 
generous-hearted men, with broad and liberal 
views in regard to women. They say it is all 
right for women to work, to go out into the 
world, and courageously earn their living if 
necessity compels them to do so, and they 
ought ‘to get fair wages for their labor, but 


“they should keep in their own sphere, they 


should choose feminine occupations,’ mean- 
ing, of course, said the little woman, all 
that class of work that comes under the head 
of domestic service. 
** Now people talk,“ said she, as though 
all these positions belonging to woman’s as- 
cribed sphere are left open for us at all times 
and that we meet with no competition in our 
natural avenues of labor, but they are sadly 
mistaken, wonderfully mistaken, and they 
don’t any of them seem to knuw it. If they 
would but believe it there are just as many 
men proportionately pushing into woman’s 
field of work as there are women adopting the 
trades and professions of their broth- 
ers. Why. there are hundreds of men 
in Chicago today  earni their living 
as cooks, wasbermen, dishwashers, 
dining- room girla,, chambermaids, hair- 
dressers, dressmakers, and man milliners. 
They make a success of their business, too, 
and are well paid for it as a rule. But we do 
not complain. We are not envious or jealous 
of them for that. Wedon’t ask them to keep 
in their owh sphere. No woman denies any 
man’s right to cook, wash, and iron, bang 
hair, make bonnets, or bake and brew if he 
wants to, but meanwhile there is nothing left 
for us but to preach, practice law or medicine, 


things and bid us to keep to feminine employ- 
ments. There are no feminine employments 
these days, don’t you know that? I will wager 
that you cannot name a so-called feminine 
occupation that I cannot find you a mansome- 
where that is following it. I know one man 
myself who keeps house entirely. As the head 
of the family and its natural support he was a 
complete fizzle. His wife now makes the 
hving * teaching school and be runs the 
house. He cooks and washes dishes, and 
makes the beds, and mends, and darns, and 
votes, and she makes the living, and they get 
along right well—far more comfortable than 
they did when they tried the other way. 
Men Do Women’s Work. 


„Ot course this is an exceptional case,” said 
she, but not an iso one. There are 
quite a number of them, There are 2,700 
hus in New York City, it is stated, who 
are supported by their wives: What are all 
these men doing, do you suppose; they must 
be doing the housework, or nothing. Pass 
these, however, and consider only those men 
‘who are making their livi by domestic ser- 
vice. If you cannot eredit my statements, 
look about for yourself. Make a tour of the 
hotels and restaurants in this city and see how 
many women you will find controlling the 
kitchens, and then visit the fashionable houses 
in the city and see how many men servants, 
indoor servants, you will find there. Give tho 
same attention to the milliners, and dress- 
makers, and hairdressers. You will be much 
surprised, I promise you. And let me tell 
yowanother thing: you will find out, if you 
care to inquire about it, the men in these va- 
rious kitchens you will visit are paid from 
one to two, three, four, five, and ten times as 
much as women receive for the same kind of 
work. Whoever heard of a. woman receiv 
ing $1,800, or $2,000, or 34,000 a year 
as cook in some establishment? “Mr. 
Vanderbilt wouldn't pay that price to a woman; 
nor would Mr. Astor, nor President Harrison, 
nor Vice-President Morton. I do not believe 
they would; but mind you, we do not complain 
of this; men may deserve better wages for 
this work: it is quite certain that whatever 
they get they deserve; people who work for 
their living are never overpaid. I merely call 
your attention to these things to convince you 
that the men who are changing places with us 
are haying a perfectly fair show, said she. 

A visit to a number of hotels and restau- 
rants in the city convinced Tun Trisune re- 
porter that in so farasthe young woman’s 
statements related to cooks, at least, she was 
quite correct. There re over 300 men cooks 
in the City of Chicago. They have organized 
a union like other Knights of Labor, and have 
a regular membership of over 200. Large 
hotels dnd restaurants employ almost univer- 
sally men im this capacity. Said the manager 
of one hotel: ‘Certainly, we have all men 
cooks and men assistants throughout; no 
women in the kitchen; women could not do 
the work.”’ 

“Why? Is it because they are not as skill- 
ful cooks as men, or because the work is too 
heavy? 

O, women could not stand the work. All 
large hotels have men cooks throughout; the 
work is too heavy for women; besides, women 
could not stand the heat of the kitchen all day 
long. It is very hot in there. Men keep them- 
selves up by drinking a great deal of beer— 
they have to have a stimulant. Women, you 
know, as a rule tannot stand as much heat as 
men. Theycan endure more cold, but they 
can’t stand the heat. 

** What do you pay cooks?”’ 

Well, that depends, of course, on the cook. 
They get from $150 a month all the way down. 
First-class head cooks can get 5150 4a month. 
Assistants are paid from $10 to $15 and $20 a 
week. That includes board, of course.” 

Men as cooks cannot be duplicated,” said 
another manager. We employ men altogeth- 
er. Women could not stand the work—it is too 
heavy. hides we have a hundred chickens a day 
to prepare for chicken salad, and that, you see, 
represents just one dish. We employ women 
in the candy department, and they excel there. 
They are neat and very expert, but as cooks 
they could not fill the bill. Think of the coal 
that has to be carried in. If we had a wofhan 
cook we would have to hire a man to carry 
coal for her.“ 

Even the W. C. T. U. Has Men Cooks. 

The theories ad vanced in favor of men cooks 
at large hotels an& restaurants are plausible 
enough and are sustained by the example of 
the Central W. C. 1. U. restaurant, which also 
employs only men cooks, It is reasonable to 
presume that the Woman's Christian Temper- 
ance Union, comorised entirely of women, 
would empley women in every capacity where 
they could prove themselves capable and ¢om- 

At the Woman’s Exchange the cook- 
ing is done entirely by women, but this lunch-

A Poor Sweeper but a Fair @hambermaid. 

As sweepers and scrubbers they are not a 
great success. They have not the knack of 
getting the corners cleaned out well. Scrub- 
bing is an occupation which men do not feel 
themselves born to. If there is one attitude, 
more than another, in which a man does 
not feel a swelling pride in himself, it is 
when he is dabbling n with a 
mop, wringing out a wet rag and wiping up 
the dirt from the floor. The bump of humility 
is one not abnormally developed in: man and 
he does not enjoy prostrating himself on his 
knees to mop up a floor, nor will he do it that 
way, but insists on standing at the end of a 
six-foot pole, which he shoves along in an 
easy sort of way and expects the mop to do 
the rest; but you can’t scrub a floor that way, 
and manin the scrubbing business is not a 
success. 

As a chambermaid he is better, but not 
perfect. Hie can change the sheet and pillow- 
cases and spread the covers on a bed and 
make it very confortable to sleep on, as wit- 
ness the porters on a sleeping-car, but he can’t 
arrange the N and sheet-shams to 
look just right, nér tie back the curtains with 
the * twist, nor arrange the toilet articles 
on ressing-case and mantels so nicely as 
a woman can; still there are many families 
in the West who have none but men servants 
to do this work and they find them about as 
satisfactory as the average servant girl. 

Women can wait on table and receive and 
dismiss guests equally as well as men, but 
among ultra-fashionable people it is the fad 
to have men perform those offices. It is alto- 

ether more aristocratic to have butlers and 
unkies than to have maids flitting around 
amongst the guests. 

In needlework and embroidery men are un- 
excelled, particularly Chinese and Japanese 
men. In China women’s work is not so much 
in demand and never brings as good prices as 
the work of men. Women’s work allee time 
cheap, said a large Chinese importer on 
South Clark street: nellie bling so much 
money as China boy’s work.“ In answer to 
the question why this was so the Chinaman 
replied: “ When China boy go to work he 
work allee time, light along; work get allee 
time better; China gel work only sometime, 
stay in house much time, not work, sleep.”’
